7. After three days at room temperature {23 °C) the characteristics of the 
Composition A according to the disclosure and the comparative Compositions B and C 
are summarized below:

8. The composition according to the disclosure (Composition A) had a 
viscosity at 25°C of 400 ops (measured with Rheomai Mettler RM 180), while the 
viscosity of the comparative compositions was much lower (2 and 3 cps), 

8. Thus, Composition A has desired staying ability on keratin material white 
Compositions B and C do not due to their low viscosity. In addition to iow viscosity, 
Composition C was ateo unstable, 

10, it is therefore clear that Composition A according to the disclosure is 
stable and more viscous. These properties render the composition of the disclosure 
desirable as dyeing composition.
